^TWELFTH DXJKE OF HAMILTON, 
•an opulence of titular glories exceed- 
ing the baptismal names of a royal 
•baby. Suffice it to say- that he is not 
only the premier peer of Scotland and 
lieir male of the house of Douglas 
rw-ith the title Marquis of Douglas, but 
Duke of Chatelrehault- in France and 
Duke of Brandon and Baron Button 
In the peerage of England, and as such 
doubly entitled Ur a seat in the house 
of lords. 


The .chief seats of the Duke of Ham 


llton in Scotland are Hamilton Place. 
"In Lanarkshire, Kinn'ell House in Lin- 
lithgow and Brodrick Castle in tho 
Isle of Arran, Buteshire. In England 
the family- seat is Easton Park, Bran- 
don, Suffolk. 


The Lanark and the Linlithgow es 


tates have been, with short interrup- 
tions, in the possession of the Ham- 
11 tons ever since the days of King 
Robert the Bruce. The Suffolk estates 
are a modern acquisition, originally 
purchased by a Dv.tch officer, a great 
favorite of William HI., by whom he 
•was created Earl of Roehford. 
The 


last Earl of Roehford bequeathed these 
estates to a Duke of Hamilton, who 
•was his half-brother. 


This dukedom had been created by 


•Charles I. shortly after the outbreak 
-of the-rebellion. The first duke was 
beheaded by the Round Heads in 1649. 
His son, the second duke, was mortal- 
ly wounded' at the battle of Worcester, 
-and, 
leaving 
only 
daughters, 
tha 


estates fell to his-sister, Lady Anne 
Hamilton, who married Lord William 
Douglas. From that time the Dukes 
of Hamilton have been Douglas-Ham- 
lltons. Since the death of. the fourth 
duke, who was a leading statesman at 
the time of the Hanoverian settlement, 
the Hamiltons have not been distin- 
guished, except as house builders, art 
collectors and patrons of the turf. 


Skipping a half dozen of these un- 


interesting personages, we come dowc 
to the eleventh duke,'who married th& 
Princess Marie of Baden, third cousin, 
of Napoleon III., and, in 1852. suc- 
ceeded to the Hamilton titles. Out of 
cousinly affection the emperor con- 
firmed him In the title of Duke of 
Chatelherault, a dignity -with which 
the family had been nominally invest- 
ed as tar back as the time of, Mary 
Queen of Scots.

The twelfth duke was. only eighteen 


years of age when his'father's death 
called him to the succession. • He had 
been educated at Oxford, where 
hit 


only reputation was won as a pugilist. 
His maturer tastes r»n entirely in the 
line of horses and yachts. 
He proved 


in every way unfit for the position oE 
one of. the greatest territorial mag- 
nates of the United Kingdom. 
His 


coming of age was celebrated in Paris 
by festivities which gave hitter of- 
"ence in Scotland. A greater clamor 
Tas raised when, in 1879, he sold, for 
i:alf a million pounds, the bulk of the 
magnificent, art 'treasures .which 
had 


been carefully collected by his ances- 
tors. His relations with his tenantry 
were conducted on the basis that what- 
ever a nobleman wished to do was 
right. The evictions at Arraii scarcely 
sustained the traditions of a historic 
name, but he bred horses with gr«at 
assiduity, and was for a time the own- 
?r of the yacht Thistle. .

'The first symp- 
toms of this ailment, it went on to ex- 
plain, had displayed themselves about 
twelve months previous at Biarritz, 
where his lordship had been residing 
for the last few years.

Paskiewttch, but, having been convert- 
ed later to the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion, which does

marriage with a divorce, tie had been 
engaged at the time of bis death In 
seeking to have the union annulled.

Nice,-and purporting to be the body 
of Lord Charles, 
reached Hamilton 


Palace and was buried with due honor 


the family mausoleum. 
This mausoleum, the burial place of 


the Dukes of Hanover and of the'ir Im- 
mediate relatives, was erected by the 
tenth Duke at a cost of $65,000. The 
model chosen for imitation was the 
Castle' of St. Angelo, at Rome. The 
doors consist of panels copied-from the 
famous Ghiberti gates -to the Baptist- 
ery, in Florence.

stories to the building, which rises to 
the height of 120 feet. 
The interior 


of the chapel is rich in exquisite stone- 
work. The floor is a mosaic of jasper, 
white and yellow marbles and green 
porphyry. 


Under these circumstances the title 


passed to the late Duke's -cousin, Al- 
fred Douglas then a lieutenant in'_ the 
royal navy, who was born March 6. 
1862. 
He is now known as the thir- 


teenth Duke of the title, and for two 
years has been in full enjoyment and 
possession ot all that'the title carries 
with it.

A PLEASANT NIGHT 


CALEDONIAN CELEBRATION OF 


• 
BURNS ANNIVERSARY. 


Welcomed by President MacLean and 


Told of Their Favorite Poet by Vic- 
-;tor P. Richardson—The Frame 
Company Gave a Program of Excep- 
tional Merit. 
• 


The celebration of the Burns anni- 


versary at the Armory last evening was 
one'of the most successful in the history 
of-the Caledjnian society, J'all things 
considered. 
Although the weather was 


extremely cold, rendering futile the at 
tempts to heat the hall to a comfortable 
degree of temperature, between seven 
and eight hundred of the best citizens of 
the town assembled to honor the memory 
-of Scotland's 
greatest poet, Robert 


Burns. 


Smith's orchestra discoursed a medley 


of Scottish airs while-1 late comers were 
.being'seated, and then Colin C. Mac- 
Lean, .president of the Caledonian soci- 
ety? gave an address of. welcome. 
He 


alluded to the affection all Scots have 
for* their native poetsVthe poet, who 
uttered, the longings ,of the common 
people for freedom arid for the comforts 
of their own firesides—-a man who sang 
from the fullness of .his heart 'and 
whose'songs were therefore the heart 
utterances of .his fellow 
countrymen. 


He 'welcomed those who had come to 
hoflor his memory, and .then introduced 
Victor P. Richardson, the orator of the 
evening, who spoke as follows: 


•-••; >Ir. Richfirdson's Address 


Song has ever .been the first, the 


truest and the most- lasting expression 
of the : sentiments • o£ mankind. 
From 


the time of Homer down thro'ugh all 
the years the song-singer has ever been 
the surest to arouse, our love, to fire our 
patriotism, or to soften our.sorrow. 'For 
this reason no great epoch of history, 
ho great movement of humanity has 
been: without its singer; and the history 
of men; can almost be read ' in their 
songs. .In all the progress of the years 
gone by, in all the forward march of the 
people, the rythm of the song.has ac- 
companied the rythm of the march;.and 
the purposes' of men have -ever been 
made more steadfast by the spirit of the 
song." " . - • ' . ' . 
... 
; . ' ' • 
• 


The Greeks were spurred to battle by 


the . -recitation .of the adventurejB »of 
Ulysses: the French, to .'the accompani- 
. meet of the Marseillaise, threw down ihe 
Bastile and proclaimed equality; while 
our own Puritan forefathers, those stern 
legions of Cromwell marched to battle 
sword in hand and with hymns on their 
lips. "But while war songs'have nerved 
the arms of soldier's and carried them as" 
in a frenzy through all the terrors of 
battle,1, men have, been led by gentler 
verses-:to.;thoBe;o,piriions and.- resolutions^ 
that have culminated in the great strug- 
gles of mankind. - In all such'struggles 
the real fight has not ,,been ,;on tented 
fields, or before fort.-essed towns but in 
the hearts and at the' firesides of the 
oppressed. 


The settlement at .arms has been, but 


the final fight. Through" long years"of 
oppression, through long years of suf 
fering men have fought in their .hearts 
that fierce fight between conservatism 
and duty, and even fear on the one hand 
and the love of liberty and of .equality 
a»d of:: fraternity 
on the other. And 


'during all thase years through all that 
fight 
they have been 
cheered and 


- strengthened by the gentle.songs of the 


field and firesid'e. For what man. can 
hear the 
mother 
singing to hor 


child, "or the maiden to her lover, with- 
out feeling stirred within him, all that 
love of home and of country that" leads 
men to welcome any hardship in the de- 
struction of oppression? I believe the 
folk lore and sentiment embodied in 
these songs has done more to human- 
ize mankind than all the instruction'of 
the schools.; And 'who among all our 
poets, who among all our song singers, 
has BO-surely touched those heartstrings 
that vibrate to all that is' best in life? 
Burns!' For who, like Burns, has de- 
scribed the, joys .of home and of fireside, 
of mother and*'.children, of .lover" and 
sweetheart, and through it all has run a 
love of humanity and of nature too 
broad and too full and too deep to be 
measured by any standard or confined 
to any creed? This love of homely joys, 
this broad fraternity of Burns, is' the 
!keynote of our modern 
civilization. 


And this, I believe, is the secret of his 
hold on all hearts. 


.Burns, like all great poets, was filled 


with the spirit of his age. And that 
spirit was the spirit of fraternity, and 
because that spirit still prevails, because 
we like Burns, still dream of universal 
fraternity, our hearts are in touch with 
the heart of Burns, and his songs move 
and thrill us, as they • will all hearts 
while the love of mankind - continues to 
exist. As no great historical movement 
is without its poet, I consider^ Burns 
the poet of the last and perhaps the 
greatest movement of humanity. That 
movement that commenced in the hearts 
of the people centuries ago and bore us 


'.its fruit, the French Bevolution, our 
• own Declaration of Independence, arid 


later, the emancipation of the . slaves. 
That movement that has for its object 
the breaking down of all the old bar- 


^ tiers of the past and the elevation of 


man to that higher plane where all un- 
natural distinctions are wiped out and 
each man belie-ves and knows himself 
to be the equal of all other men. 


Burns.is. the greatest poet of this last 


era in the history of man, the era whose 
vcatchward is fraternity. With us liberty 
has been 
achieved, equality is know- 


ledge. But liberty and equality are cold 


•and heartless as compared with fra- 


ternity. .They have almost the cold 
formal meaning of legal phrases, their 
.bounds are described; but fraternity .is 
warm, it has depth of feeling, it is with- 
out limit, and so after 
liberty and 


equality have been achieved,. fraternity 


can grow and broaden at long as man- 
kind exists, and it is of this fraternity 
that Burns is the poet. 


Burns was born and grew to manhood 


during the years that just 'preceded the 
last great struggle against oppresion. 
He was seventeen .years of age when war 
was declared . in this country -against 
England and thirty-four.years old. when 
Louis XVI was guillotined in France 
and the years between these two-events 
are more full of ..history than whole cen- 
turies were before. Men were ' aroused 
to stand forth and proclaim 
them 


selves 
free. 
How. 
that 
:' great 


struggle must have filled all-life to have 
penetrated to the peaceful' valley'of' the 
Ayre and stirred the gentle plow-boy 
poet to sing of., equality and fraternity. 
We are not apt to connect Burns' hopes 
and dreams with the practical problems 
that confront us today, a . century after 
his death, but nevertheless the "connec- 
tion exists. Within a year our govern- 
ment, which we believe to be the hope 
of .all who love liberty and fraternity, 
has'-^apparentJy taken -the first step of 
departure from the policy of its found 
ere, and our people have'determined that 
oth,er .nations than, ours shall enjoy the 
fruits of self-goveVnment and that a 
man black, or .white,.let him live in 
America or Cuba.or the Philippines, "$ 
man's a man for-a' that." 


We .all know that~the determination 


to .free these people was. not arrived at 
suddenly and without premeditation,bnt 
that for years past their condition of 
helpless bondage has weighed heavily 
on the . hearts of 
our people and for 


year's we have longed to stretch-', out to 
tnom the helping hand of freedom; but 
downed by conservatism, bound by the 
treaties and precedents of past genera- 
tions, we have tried to smother in our 
hearts all spirit of fraternity. 
But dur- 


ing all-this time it-.has beent impossible 
to still ; the voice 'of.. - the' poet, and- 
through all of -our lives has run the. 
murmur of his song, singing;to. us of 
the sanptit'y of home and all its rela- 
tions, till aroused by the cries of suffer- 
ing 'womeri and children, we throw off 
our selfishness and millions of people' 
are freed. - Again the. sirit of the song 
has led us still another step toward the 
fraternity that Burns loved. And it is 
to this view of Burns that I wish to call 
your attention. Little can be said on 
so^great a subject by myself or in the 
few moments alloted to'me here; but in 
reading the poems of Burns I have been 
lead to believe that his mission was 
greater than that of a moro'song-singer 
or writer of ballads. 
. • 


Charmed_ by the beauty and feeling of 


tyiis verse -we too of ten, lose sight -of the 
deep feeling^of the man foV nature arid 
especially.'fdrhumanity. 
Burns died in 


the very June'time of life before his 
powers had fully developed and so I 
think we may ' justly draw inferences 
from the work he had done as to the 
promise of his future:, -And. judging 
from the'songs he left us and- particu- 
larly by a few verses selected from those 
songs. I -;feel _certaj;n.1-.,that._-had;:-£urn;s 
lived to ripe manhood " he would"have 
fully realized his mission on earth, and 
would have-struck more strongly and 
surely those deep true chords of human 
sympathy that vibrate only to the love 
o£ mankind. If we surrender ourselves 
to this view of Burns we. should not 
lose'sight of the fact that Burns .was 
never free from those potty cares and 
trials incident upon earning a living for 
himself anc" family and that he : never 
was able to give himself to the work, of 
preparation necessary to produce any 
single great work but most during ail 
the best yearsothis life continually write 
those songs and ballads for which he 
could find a ready sale and with which 
he could keep the wolf from the, door. 
You all must know ho.w poor he was. He 
died July 21, 1796, arid on July 12th, 
but nine days before his death.' and 
while'snffering.from his last illness, ho 
wrote to a friend a most pathetic plea 
financial help. Cculd any man do just- 
ice to his powers under such circum- 
stances as these? 


Also, during most of his life, Burns 


lacked that intellectual companionship 
that is so necessary to a man of genius 
There were few among his friends and 
associates to squr him on to higher ef- 
forts. Most of his friends were satisfied 
with a song or ballad and little.dreamed 
of the possibilities of the man. Burns, 
himself, felt that he could do greater 
work;: and- at several different 
times 


planned such work,, but the immediate 
cares of life drove him from it.- 


Literary effort was not then, rewarded 


as it is now and he who could write im 
perishable songs, songs that were to 
cheer the heart and strengthen, the reso. 
lution of many a weary homo sick 
Scotchman, was <*oiupelled to do duty as 
an exciseman on a salary of $350.00 per 
year. 


I fully appreciate the criticism to 


which I am open in asking you to take 
this view of Burns, but 
we all love the 


man and we must all feel deeply that 
it is not the words of his poems or the 
rythm of his songs that moves us, but 
the spirit of the man himself, as it shines 
through all of his verses and- quickens 
the spirit of his readers and makes them 
dream with him of all' that is to be hoped 
for in that happy time whoa indeed a 
man will be a man for a' that. 


To ye Scotch-Americans 
particularly 


I wish to bring this idea of Burns and 
to you particularly I look for sympathy 
and for belief. 
For you even more than_ 


your countrymau at home'must feel 
that love of breath and freedom and that 
spirit of fraternity that was the moving 
spirit of Burns. 
For I -believe that you 


did not leave your cots and farms in 
Scotland ariS journey so many miles 
over sea and lund to this far western 
country with the- single hope'of bettei- 
ing your fortunes, but that' you must 
have felt that on this broad praries and 
in the great forests of this land, man 
could more fully realize those high ideals 
of which Burns dreamed when he sang, 


Then lot us pray.that corae ic raay,

George A. Cooke, of Chicago, should be 
paid two thousand dollars within one 
year after his decease, and that Martha 
B. Graham, his daughter-la law, should 
be paid one thousand dollars. The rest 
find residue of 'his property, both|real 
and personal, he -gave to Abigail M. 
Graham, his widow, tor her.sole use dur- 
ing her natural lifetime. His widow and 
William B. Graham, his son, were nomi- 
nated as execxatrix and executor, respec- 
tively, of the .will. 
The widow died 


about October 5, 1897. During hfivlite-- 
time a portion-pi the real estate was'told 
to J. M. Bostwicb, being the property 
just north of the Gazette office,on North 
Main street, the building having .been 
improved considerably since its purchase 
by-Mr. Bostwick. 
. The indebtedness 


against the estate has been paid. 


Sqon after the death of Mrs. Graham, 


a number of actions were begun against 
William B. Graham for indebtedness in 
cm-red by the widow . of Alex. Graham, 
during her lifetime. Those suits have 
all been settled. About July 26, 1898. 
William B. Graham exchanged the Gra- •' 
ham homestead on Milton avenue for 
certain real'estate owned by Emmett D. 
McGowan. It'is said that he also re- 
ceived in addition to the real estate of 
Mr. McGowan,\ about fifteen hundred 
dollars in cash'and took the title of the 
real' estate in-his own name. Since that 
time, Mrs. William G. Palmer formerly 
Hemmingway, begun an action against 
William li. Graham, alleging, that he is 
indebted to her in the sum of about six 
hundred dollars for services performed 
for his mother which she says he agreed, 
to pay; and. the real estate belonging 
to the estate of Alex. Graham/' in addi- 
tion to the real estate here in the name 
of Wm. B. Graham, was attached in that 
action.

Mrs. George A. Cooke ebng»n an action 
against Mr. Graham for the sum of two 
thousand dollars and interest from May 
1, 1896, alleging in her complaint that 
the legacy bequeathed to her by the will 
of Alex.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 31.—A bill 


for the reorganization of the Indiana 
National guard was introduced in each 
branch of the legislature Monday. Un- 
der it the state is to be divided-into 
four regimental districts. One hundred 
thousand dollars annually is appropri- 
ated for the support of the militia,, and 
the enlisted men ave to receive pay at 
the rate of 75 cents a drill. A bill wai 
also introduced providing tor the pay- 
ment of the Indiana volunteers in the 
recent war for the clothing charged 
against them by the state.

They Will Decide the Details of Evacua- 


tion and 'See That Blanco Doea N"ot 
Carry Back to Spain More Than Half 
of Havana* 
. 


The military commissioners who have 


been selected to go to Cuba and Porto 
Bico have a somewhat unusual.and-per- 
plexing job. ahead of them. 
By the 


terms of the protocol Spain agreed to 
give up and evacuate both islands. But 
this was only a very general sort of. 
promise. It will be the task of the com- 
missioners to look after the details. 


These same details are multiplying 


with astonishing rapidity, for the Span- 
iard is a tricky customer. He has a 
habit of appropriating to his own use 
anything that is not nailed down, and 
his fine sense of honor prompts.him to 
destroy -what he cannot lug away. In 
a dozen instances this trait has been ex- 
hibited. 
, . 


There is no guessing what mischief-, 


the valorous Blanco might do in Ha-, 
varia before he leaves if he is not watch: 
ed and restrained. It is probable that he 
would evacuate Havana as the Russians 
did Moscow and leaved only smoldering 
ashes or a hole in the ground if he 
thought it could be done with safety. 


But Uncle Sam does not intend to 


put up with any sharp practice, so he 
Bends several competent men to Havana 
and others to San Juan to tell the Span- 
iards what they may and.what they 
may uot^take back to Spain. They will 
decide when and how, the Spaniards 
must-get out. Such questions as wheth- 
er or not the Spanish soldiers may re- 
tain their arms and whether those who 
wish to remain in Cuba as peaceable 
citizens may do so or not will have to 
be decided by the commissioners. 


The members of the Cuban commis- 


sion are all well known men. They are 
Major General James ;F. Wade, Admi- 
ral Sampson and Major General M. G. 
Butler. It was at first supposed that 
General Fitz-Hugh Lee would be one of 
the men appointed for this work, but 
he declined tho-offer. 
The reason he 


gave was that he wor.ic'l rather not give 
tip his comrnau'd just now. Probably 
that is so, but don't you remember hear- 
ing, abpnt the time war was declared, 
that General Leg said something about 
not returning to Havana nutil he could 
return at the head of an army?
